Any privBte bniineM ths^ handled its expenditures the way the, 
United States government docs would probably go bnnknipt. Ho 
wonld any individual, in private life wo generally regulate our out- , 
go aooording to our^ income, in agreement with a generill, continuouB, \ 
coherent pliin. It is only in pnblic life that we spend money ut liup- 
hazi^d, for any purpose that seems good at the moment, without ' 
considering where the funds are to come from or what further outlay | 
iwill be entailed. 

President after president lias sought to establish a budget plan, 
by which the estimates of administrative departments would be sys. 
tematized and harmonized, and congress would know exactly what 
was expected of it. 'But always the reform has been balked. Inertia 
and red tape and partisan politics have perpetuated the old, chaotic 
procedure by which every head of a department asks, year in and 
year out, for a great deal more money than he needs or expects, and 
every senator and representative grabs what he can for his state or 
district, and legitimate undertakings are turned down or starved 
while millions go for "pork." 

At a time when we are engaged in the most expensive venture 
of our history, this foolishness ouglu to stop. The grab-bag and 
guess-work policy ceases to be tolerable when expenditures are reck- 
oned in tens of billions of dollars. In the last session, congress sel- 
dom knew, within several billions, how much money it would be ex- 
pected to vote. 

There was some reason lor uncertainty, in the hurry of vast war 
preparations, with so many unfamiliar factors entering into- the com- 
putation. But the shapijig and passage of those appropriation bills 
would have been immensely easier if a suitable budget system hud 
been already established. And surely there will be no excuse for any 
such confusion hereafter. 

The admiuistratiou is .said to be trying now, with the iieip of 
some of our big financiers, to work out a better method of handling 
government appropriantions for the remainder of the war. The re- 
form is so desirable that any reasonable opposition to it is inconceiv- 
able.

READING THE BIBUS 

In New York, as in most Ameriean eities, the Tiible lias long been 
barred from the public schools because of sectarian opposition, lie- 
cently there was a big mass meeting held in Carnegie Hall at which 
Protestants, Catholics and Jews joined in an appeal to have religious 
instruction re-introduced. 

The men and women interested in this matter insist that there 
ought to l)e some sneh element in ])ublie edueation. beeaiise otherwise 
thousands of boys and girls grow up witnout any moral or religious 
training whatever. There' is little Bible-reading in the average 
home nowadays, and the Sunday School doesn't oecnpy the place it 
used to. It is argued that if education means the building of char- 
acter as well as the instruction of the mind, there must be some sort 
of religious teaching. And'inany educators insist that it eaii !)e ae. 
eomplishod without any undue secrurian intluencc, or any otl'ense to 
any denomination. i i fiit. 

It is held to be suflfieient, for school purposes, to deal with prin- 
ciples that are conimou to all great religious. And certainly the OUt 
Ttestament, which is revered by Jew, Protesant, Catholie and Moham- 
medan, affords plenty of opportunity for ennobling instruction. 

From another viewpoint, too, it is a pity that Bible-rcudiug has 
so largely vanished from the schools. No one can know English lit- 
erature, or indeed any modern KiiropLau literature, without knowing 
the fundamentals of Biblical lore. So ignorant are many present-day 
high-school and college students of this great storehouse of poetry, 
history, romance ami iirophccy thiit jilliisions to Biblical characters 
or incidents which were as familiar as every-day life to their parents 
or grandparents mean nothing at all to them. 

If the Bible caii't lie read in tlie common schools, owing to see. 
tarian objections, why not read it as literature in the high school and 
college T It is at least aa deserving of study as tl^e poetie fables of 
Greek and Soman gods and demigods over whieh' students apend so 
much time.
